4. Requirements 

4*1 The spatula shall be free of cracks, scratches, pits and sharp edeges^ 

4.2 The surface of the spatulSt shall be sufficiently hard to vyithstand the abrasion v/hlle mixing silicate 
cements wUh orthophosphoric acid. 

4*3 The spatula shall not be flexible. 

5. Marliing — Mark with manufacturer's name. Initials or recognized trade-mark and the country of 
manufacture. 

5.1 ISI Certification Morkmg — Details available with the Indian Standards Institution, 

6. Packing — Wrap In wax paper or put in polyethylene bag and then pack In cartons In accordance with 
the trade practice or the packing may be done as agreed to between the purchaser and the supplier. 
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
